Priority

5. Claim 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nam (U. 
S. Patent 6,141,598). 

Regarding claims 1-10, Nam discloses a method for a production plan (200 to 
21 1 to 210) including transmitting a production plan through the network, storing the 
plan, reading the plan and material requirements (figures 3 and 4A/4B, column 8, lines 



Regarding claims 12-16, Nam clearly discloses the claimed system for 
immediately issuing a production plan (Abstract and figure 3).
